Eph. 6:12 (Syriac)—‘“Our conflict 
is not with flesh and blood, but with 
principalities, and with those in au- 
thority, and with the possessors of this 
dark world (these are the ones who 
hinder us) and with the evil spirits 
that are beneath heaven, Therefore 
put ye on the whole armour of God,

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THE BEGINNING 


The Power Fell, Evangelistic Fire 
FLAMED. Sinners Were Saved, 
Sick Were Healed. 


“And as I began to speak the Holy 
Ghost fell upon them as on us at the 
BEGINNING,” Acts 11:15. 

Peter explaining to the apostles and 
brethren the outpouring of the Spirit 
on the Gentiles, referred to the time 
of their own baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and fire at Pentecost as the 
BEGINNING. 

The day of Pentecost was the BE- 
GINNING of the outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost, the BEGINNING of the 
preaching of the full gospel, the BE- 
GINNING of the Church dispensation. 
And now the question, Should it con- 
tinue as at the BEGINNING? Should 
the same power fall as at the BE- 
GINNING? Should the same evange- 
listic zeal burn as at the BEGINNING? 
Let us now look at the BEGINNING 
and see what their interest and ac- 
tivities were. The Spirit fell and one 
hundred and twenty were filled with 
the Holy Ghost and began to speak 
with other tongues as the Spirit gave 
them utterance, and there was a 
mighty stir in Jerusalem. Some were 
confounded, others amazed and mar- 
velled, while still others stood in won- 
der and some unbelievers mocked and 
made fun. 

Peter, freshly anointed, stood up 
and preached a great sermon in the 
power and demonstration of the Spir- 
it; men were awakened to the sense 
of their lost condition, and inquired 
of the apostles, “What shall we do?” 

From the day of their baptism of 
fire.and power Peter, John, and oth- 
ers boldly preached Christ as the cru- 
cified and risen Savior and went about 
healing the sick, casting out devils and 
doing wonders in His name. 

During these wonderful days of the 
BEGINNING, the Lord added to the 
Church daily such as should be saved. 
We have a record that at one time 
three thousand souls were added to 
their number, another time five thou- 
sand, and still another ingathering of 
a great multitude. The revival fire 
was flaming and spreading like a wild 
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prairie fire whipped by a western 
wind. 

This was the BEGINNING of men 
being saved through the death and 
sufferings of the Son of God, the BE- 
GINNING of sanctification by the 
blood, the BEGINNING of the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost and fire, the BE- 
GINNING of the preaching of the full 
gospel to every creature. Christ told 
His disciples that repentance and re- 
mission of sins should be preached in 
His name among all nations, BEGIN- 
NING at Jerusalem. This was the BE- 
GINNING of a burden and responsi- 
bility that is still upon the Church, a 
job that we have never completed. 


When the Bible speaks about preach- 
ing the gospel, I believe it means the 
full gospel, the whole truth, the en- 
tire plan of salvation, uncompromised 
and fearlessly declared by men with 
the full experience, baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and fire, accompanied by 
tongues and power. 

The man who declares the whole 
counsel will never be popular in so- 
ciety and invited to speak at clubs, 
worldly meetings, and banquets, but 
can always find a crowd who will lis- 
ten to the message that God has given 
him. 

The Church of God ministry has a 
message and is not afraid to preach 
it. It must be preached with pay or no 
pay, some of us have been accused of 
quitting if it were not for the money 
we receive, but as evidence of the de- 
termination of our ministers, I would 
sight you to the many years of hard 
toil and sacrifice they have made 
without grumbling, and almost with- 
out money, often with only a meager 
sum to barely exist on. But the mes- 
sage reached the people and the 
Church of God was established. We 
realize there is a job to be done, and 
feel responsible for the task. The job 
truly is great, the field is wide and 
long, and the sheaves are already 
whited to harvest. 

As we look out over the great field, 
which is the world, with its vast terri- 
tories and multitudes of human be- 
ings who have never heard this full- 
gospel message, and then look at the 


laborers that are so few, compared to 
the job that is to be done, we groan 
within, and a prayer comes from the 
depths of our souls, “Lord, send forth 
more laborers into the harvest.” 

There are calls daily from the field 
for Church of God preachers to 
“COME OVER AND HELP US.” Pas- 
tors, district overseers, and state over- 
seers are continually being contacted 
and begging for some one to come over 
and bring the message to their com- 
munities. Letters, telegrams, and tele- 
phone calls come continually to the 
office of General Overseer asking for 
help. I have just received a letter from 
V. B. Rains, state overseer, Weather- 
ford, Texas, asking for twelve work- 
ers to do evangelistic work in the 
State of Texas, but we have no one 
to send. Other state overseers are in 
need of good men and women who 
love God and have a message on their 
hearts and a burden for lost souls. It 
is not just men and women who are 
needed but it is those who feel that 
they must go, and have a burning 
message on their hearts that they feel 
must be delivered regardless of cost 
or conditions. We could possibly get 
many to go by offering them big sal- 
aries, comfortable homes, plenty to 
eat, and fine evangelistic equipment, 
with honors attached to their names, 
but God cannot use that kind of work- 
ers. If you love God, and are willing 
to sacrifice and dedicate yourself, as 
those in the BEGINNING, to the serv- 
ice of the Lord, write the overseer of 
Texas or any other state overseer; 
they will help you get started. But if 
you are looking for the biggest church- 
es, large crowds, good choirs, plenty 
of money, I would advise you to stay 
with your job, pay your tithes and of- 
ferings, and help others to go. We 
have hundreds of struggling little 
churches with a membership of poor 
people that need help. And there are 
thousands of open doors in new fields 
where men and women who have the 
message and are willing to sacrifice 
could win souls and establish church- 
es. 

A young man once left Bible School 
and went out into the evangelistic

500,000 Jews Murdered 
LONDON, (JTA)—The 60,000 Greek 
Jews who were deported from their 
homeland to “unknown destinations” 
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in the spring and summer of last year 
perished in the gas chambers of the 
dread Oswiecim “death camp” in Po- 
land, it was disclosed by the Polish 
Ministry of Information here. Most 
of the Greek Jews had been residents 
of Salonika or Athens. 

The Polish report asserted that 
more than 500,000 persons have been 
murdered at Oswiecim since its es- 
tablishment. Of these, the great 
majority were Jews, including, in 
addition to the Greek Jews, 50,000 
from Czéchoslovakia, 60,000 from 
Holland, Belgium, and France, and 
tens of thousands of Polish Jews. 

The Oswiecim camp has three cre- 
matoriums capable of consuming 
10,000 bodies daily, the report asserts. 
The executions in the gas chambers 
take about fifteen minutes, immed- 
iately after which the bodies are 
taken to a crematorium. Because of 
a shortage of gas, Jews who were not 
yet asphyxiated were frequently 
placed in the crematorium, the report 
adds.—California Jewish Voice.

Cigarettes Injurious 


Ty Cobb said, “Cigarette smoking 
stupifies the brain, saps vitality, un- 
dermines health, and weakens moral 
fiber. No one who hopes to be success- 
ful in any line can afford to contract 
so detrimental a habit.” Gene Tunney, 
now in charge of all Naval physical 
training and athletics, said: “It’s 
over thirteen years since I retired 
from the heavyweight championship. 
But here’s a challenge: If Joe Louis 
will start smoking and promise to in- 
hale a couple of packages of cigarettes 
every day for six months, I’ll engage 
to lick him in fifteen mental capaci- 
ties of the individual, resulting from 
damage to nerves, blood vessels, heart 
and other vital structures.” He 
further said: “While I was training 
for my second fight with Jack Demp- 
sey I was offered $15,000 to endorse a 
certain brand of cigarettes. I didn’t 
want to be rude, so in declining I 
merely said I didn’t smoke. Next day 
the advertising man came back with 
another offer:. $12,000 if I would let 
my picture be used with the state- 
ment that ‘Stinkes must be good, be- 
cause all my friends smoke them.’ 
That compelled me to say that I 


thought cigarettes were a foul pesti- 
lence, and that advertising which pro- 
moted their use was a national men- s 
ace.”

INTRODUCTION 
The study of churches, little or 
large, in the city or elsewhere and 
everywhere, surely is of interest to all 
unprejudiced church members re- 
gardless of their denominational, 
racial, social, or creed relation. 


With this thought in mind, aug- 
mented by an overwhelming love and 
burden for especially the little, strug- 
gling churches, I welcome you to a 
more definite study of CHURCHES in 
a few articles that I am passing on 
to you. 

ORIGINS BY A FAMILY 

Nothing could be so disconcerting 
to a family of devoted Church of God 
members as to move to a town where 
there is no church of their faith to 
attend. Therefore, many churches 
have had their limited yet courageous 
beginning due to such circumstances. 
This is not only reminiscent of Noah 
and Joshua, but is also a reminder of 
Rev. — Dean, of North Carolina, who 
once said, “Praise God, when I go to 
a new place I have enough in my fam- 
ily to organize a Church of God.” 

Nothing could be more certain than 
such eventual growth of a church 
having such a beginning than its ulti- 
mate envelopment by interested peo- 
ple of the community casting their 
lots with them, and then, of course, 
the thought of a family church should 
terminate. 

God bless all who find it necessary 
and wise to start a church in this 
manner. 


PRAYER MEETINGS 

No person with a slight knowledge 
of the Bible and considerable experi- 
ence in prayer would lightly estimate 
the value of prayer, individually and 
collectively. 

It is not only a fact that prayer is 
one of the most effective exercises in 
maintaining a church, but out of 
prayer meetings where expressions 
were free and fellowship was rich, 
have come some of the most substan- 
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tial churches in the movement. 

Do I think that prayer meetings, 
with the thought of ultimately estab- 
lishing churches in communities, 
should be conducted today? I certain- 
ly do. I remember that the first 
Church of God meeting for the Gen- 
tiles was in Cornelius’ home. You re- 
member about Lydia and the women 
in prayer meeting in Philippi, down 
by the river, and how Paul preached 
to them and later organized the 
prayer band into a Church of God. 


To have prayer meetings all about 
over the community where the church 
bell and chimes can be easily heard, 
for the sake of lazy people who won’t 
attend church, or to give a few over- 
zealous and many times disloyal 
members the chance to have free-for- 
all services, especially on Sunday aft- 
ernoon, when they leave their prayer 
meetings—where they had a “wonder- 
ful time’”—so hoarse they can’t sing, 
and go to sleep while the pastor suf- 
fers and preaches, then leave before 
the altar service is over, sometimes re- 
marking, “What a dry service,” 
SHOULD BE OUT FOREVER. 

REMEMBER, I am for prayer meet- 
ings that turn into churches or that 
HELP the local church and pastor, 
but not for those that create con- 
fusion. 


MACEDONIAN 

If I have a stronger sentiment to- 
ward either group of these baby 
churches, it is for this one. I have de- 
cided to call it the Macedonian be- 
cause I have in mind those isolated 
groups of Christians who, by various 
means, have been led to the Lord 
Jesus, but who, upon being converted, 
found themselves to be lost for the 
lack of a pastor and a church home. 


I have had the privilege of answer- 
ing a few of these orphan calls and, 
although it was easy to see that the 
group, when organized, due to loca- 
tion, animosity of other people against 
their faith, financial conditions, etc., 
would not be able to develop into a 
giant church, they deserved a church 
home and I helped them to get it. 

MISSION 

If a statistical check-up were to be 
made, I imagine we would find that 
numbers of our large churches had 
their initiation through humble mis- 
sions of different kinds in the slums 
or rural districts. 

Many mission organizers who were 
of the opinion that their affiliation 
with a denomination would hinder 


their efforts for God and put them in 
a governmental strait-jacket, were 
eventually convinced that in unity 
there is strength. Of course, they 
brought themselves and their missions 
to us. 

Then we have found that our best 
approach to establishing a church in 
some places has been through mission 
enterprises. Generally, such projects 
for the Church of God are sponsored 
either by a local church, from the 
state mission treasury, or funds espe- 
cially appropriated at Headquarters. 
Now and then a minister has the 
courage and faith to carry on with- 
out depending on any treasury. We 
need more of their courage. 

Two things are to be kept in mind. 
One is that we have such departments 
in every local church to enable us to 
carry on effective mission work, 
therefore it is always with the 
thought in mind of turning the or- 
ganized mission enterprises into up- 
and-going Churches of God. The sec- 
ond is that no preacher or layman is 
to launch an undertaking like this 
without being authorized to do so by 
his district overseer and the local 
pastor. 

The first church I pastored was the 
result of a mission revival in a store 
building. I pastored the fourtesn- 
member church in the store building 
but in a short time the church built 
and moved into their own Church of 
God home. 

Preachers—with no place to work?? 
open your eyes and look about you. 
Now pray through! Then see your 
local pastor and see if he and the 
district overseer won’t at least give 
you the green light. God bless you. 


CAMPAIGNS 

I wouldn’t have any of you, who are 
contemplating big evangelistic cam- 
paigns, take a defeatist attitude, but 
there is a possibility that after the 
big prayerful preaching push is over 
and you come to the climatic service, 
instead of being able to shout over a 
landslide you can count on your hands 
once or multiplied by two the num- 
ber’ who line up to join the church. 
If this happens to be the case, just 
read Noah’s history again for inspira- 
tion. Think of the twelve that Jesus 
started His work with, and praise God 
for the brave hearts who are willing 
to be the charter members of the 
Church of God in that respective 
place. With this attitude you can put 
not only one thousand demons to

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She Eloquence of an Orator: 


This man appears to have been a 
preaching genius. Many of us can 
learn more from such a talented min- 
ister as Brooks, but it should make us 
humble to learn the facts about 
Beecher. We should remember that he 
had to work with all his might. Only 
the ineffectual pulpiteer dares often 
to depend on the inspiration of the 
hour. Even a genius has to learn all 
that he knows. 


The facts about this pulpit orator 
are fairly accessible. The best biog- 
raphy is by Lyman Abbott, his succes- 
sor at Plymouth Church in Brooklyn. 
Equally revealing is the first series of 
Yale Lectures by H. W. Beecher. Also 
at secondhand one can _ purchase 
volumes of his Plymouth Sermons, 
and a book of Plymouth Prayers. 
There is an interesting recent work, 
Beecher’s Speaking Art (1937), by 
Lionel Crocker. All these facts suggest 
a study in the personality of our fore- 
most pulpit orator. 

I. Let us begin with The Prepara- 
tion of the Pulpit Orator. In a sense 
his country made Beecher strong. He 
was distinctively an American. Reared 
in rural New England, he had a sturdy 
physique, a love of nature, a habit of 
working hard and a fund of varied 
knowledge. Spending his early man- 
hood in what was then the Middle 
West, he imbibed its progressive spir- 
it. To the end of his days this man’s 
pulpit work breathed the air of the 
wide open places. Going to Brooklyn 
at the age of thirty-six, he found there 
a platform for all his varied powers. 
All the while he was influenced more 
and more by the South, and by the 
oncoming War between the States. 

In a deeper sense the state of the 
times developed our pulpit orator. 
That now seems to have been the 
golden age of American preaching. 
Never before or since have we had at 
one time such pulpit masters as Bush- 
nell and Brooks, Beecher and Chan- 
ning, as well as a larger circle of men 
scarcely less gifted. In the pulpit work 
of Beecher, after he went to Brook- 
lyn, one can distinguish three stages. 
They correspond roughly with the 
swiftly moving panorama of United 
States history. In the years before the 
War (1849-61) he stressed evangelism. 
During that conflict he gave more 
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heed to ethics. After the coming of 
peace he devoted himself more large- 
ly to pulpit teaching. Of course these 
statements oversimplify the facts. 
All the while Beecher stood forth as 
the pulpit orator par excellence. 

From another point of view, his 
heredity made him strong. True as 
that was, on both sides of his house, 
the truth matters little to us practi- 
cally. No one of us now can choose 
such parents! Much more encourag- 
ing is it to learn that Beecher made 
himself a mighty man in the pulpit. 
While in college and seminary, as well 
as in the first years of pastoral work, 
he did not find himself. At the age 
of twenty-six he began really to “pos- 
sess his possessions.” Then he made a 
careful study of his times, and of 
preaching as an art. He went back 
to master preachers of other days, 
such as Barrow and South. Moved by 
their sermons he gradually worked 
out his own philosophy of pulpit work. 
And yet we often refer to him as a 
“born preacher”! 

After his course of self-directed 
graduate study in homiletics, he de- 
termined to stress the love of God. 
Once when he spoke to the students 
at Princeton Seminary he chose as his 
subject, “Fishers of Men.” Then he 
made a moving plea for evangelism. 
Later his growing sense of human 
needs led him also to emphasize the 
rights of men. In after years he spoke 
much about progress, perhaps more 
than our twentieth century history 
has warranted. At any rate, he always 
strove to meet the needs of his hear- 
ers. 

II. Let us now consider the Per- 
sonality of the Pulpit Orator. That is 
what many a congregation longs for 
now. In every way Beecher was im- 
pressive. In appearance he resembled 
a lion, but without any semblance of 
ferocity. Carefully this minister guard- 
ed his health. He learned how to make 
the most of his remarkable body. In 
the pulpit he gave the impression of 
vitality that overflowed in speech. 
Above all did he train his voice. As a 
lad he could not easily make himself 
understood in ordinary talk. As a min- 
ister he toiled under a master coach. 
In time Beecher learned how to whis- 
per like a cooing dove, or roar like a 
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storm at sea. Whatever the volume or 
the pitch, he made himself easily 
audible. As a master of public speech 
he knew how to play on all the pipes 
in a majestic organ. 

All the while he was impulsive. The 
books on psychology now exalt the 
man of the reflective temperament. 
Such persons have had their own vast 
places in the sun. But did not Amos 
and Peter, Luther and Whitefield, 
Beecher and a host of others represent 
the impulsive type? In fact, one could 
make an impressive list of impulsive 
preachers, as illustrious as any stu- 
dent of history can find among re- 
flective folk. So be yourself, young 
man, your very best self! 

Impulsive Beecher developed all 
sorts of heart appeal. His preaching 
displayed almost endless variety, most 
of it worthy. Outside the pulpit he 
may at times have seemed like a child 
who never grew up. Hence he became 
the chief party in the most scandalous 
lawsuit of its kind in all our history. 
Doubtless he never had committed 
adultery. At least he was acquitted, 
and he kept on preaching with pow- 
er. Everyone felt, however, that he 
must have been most indiscreet. Be- 
ware! 

That impressive personality became 
more and more imaginative. Beecher 
came to Brooklyn at a time when most 
strong men of God gloried in their 
logic. He had moved among common 
people enough to know that many 
hearts felt half starved. Hence he set 
himself to meet the needs of mortals 
who could see and feel, as well as 
listen and think. Because he dared to 
use imagination, he was sometimes 
accused of being a heretic. Obviously, 
he was no scholar or theologian. 
Rather did he win a hearing by his 
knowledge of the human heart. 

This pulpit orator fed his imagina- 
tion with facts. He exercised it as 
carefully as any part of his body. 
Wherever he moved he could find “ser- 
mons in stones, books in running 
brooks, and good in everything.” Like 
Spurgeon, Beecher could learn how to 
preach by walking through the open 
country. His kind of pulpit work called 
for facts, facts, facts. Hence he would 
have accepted the overstatement of a

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THE FLOOD IN MEXICO 


“I visited Tuxtepec and a few other 
places which were in the flooded area. 


To sum up the whole affair, I shall 
say that the people were left in a ter- 
rible condition. Their plantations were 
destroyed and many lives were lost, 
since the flood came at night and 
arose so suddenly. Tuxtepec is locat- 
ed in the bend of the river and was 
almost completely destroyed. Both of 
our churches were scattered for many 
yards around. Our poor brethren of 
these churches were left without 
home, without clothing, and the ones 
who had animals (hogs, horses, 
chickens, etc.) have nothing now. 
The pastor, Brother Daniel Vazquez, 
was left with nothing more than a few 
books which one of the sisters of the 
church saved. We had members who 
stayed two days and nights in tree 
tops waiting for the waters to sub- 
side. 


“Brother Ruesga and I _ took 
approximately one thousand pieces of 
clothing to distribute among our 
people, but within a few hours, these 
were exhausted and with tears in 
our eyes we had to refuse many of 
our good consecrated brothers and 
sisters and their children. 


“I received word from Brother 
Moises Manzo of the State of Chiapas 
that many of the members of his vari- 
ous congregations were drowned. 
Where at one time he had held serv- 
ices, the brethren who survived the 
flood had left in search of work. 


“I arrived in these flooded areas 
before the water subsided from the 
houses and I saw one woman fall dead 
in the street from fright and hunger. 
I saw people sleeping out in the rain 
without any bedclothing whatsoever, 
and little children without any 
clothes. In and around the church I 
counted seven hogs that had drowned 
and floated to that region. One can- 
not imagine the odor that exists along 
the banks of the Papaloapan River. 
Tuxtepec was not the only place where 
we lost churches and members, but it 
certainly was hard hit.

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NATIONAL BIBLE READING FROM 
THANKSGIVING TO CHRISTMAS 





Historians seeking to discover the 
major influences that have moulded 
the course of American History find 
that the Bible has played a signifi- 
cant role. Within the pages of this 
greatest of all documents lies the in- 
spiration for the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Bill of Rights and the 
Four Freedoms. 

The Bible was the first textbook of 
the American colonies. It was the 
most important factor in the educa- 
tional system of those years, for both 
in private and public schools the 
Bible was the chief text. In the New 
England Primer, used extensively in 
the elementary schools for more than 
a century before the Revolutionary 
War, characters from the Bible were 
used in teaching the three R’s. 

Making the Bible better known ap- 
peared to be the whole purpose of 
early American education. Of the ten 
colleges founded before the Revolution 
and still in existence, nine were be- 
gun to give adequate training to min- 
isters of the gospel. These were Har- 
vard, William and Mary, Yale, Prince- 
ton, Washington and Lee, Columbia, 
Brown, Rutgers and Dartmouth. The 
tenth, the University of Pennsylvania, 
developed from a charity school 
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Even Dad Reads the Bible 


founded by George Whitefield, the 
great Bible evangelist. 

Thomas Jefferson, who was asked 
to frame the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, was steeped in the Bible. 
Much of the beauty and clarity of his 
prose was acquired through years of 
reading of the New Testament, which 
he mastered in Greek, Latin, French 
and English in order to compile a 
collection of excerpts covering the life 
and teachings of Jesus. 

Where but in the Bible had he 
learned that men are equal under God 
end are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights? Jefferson 
was expressing in immortal phrases 
the convictions that had led to the 
Revolution and which men had first 
gleaned from the Word of God. 

One of the very earliest acts of 
Congress was to approve the printing 
of a large edition of the Bible and 
officially recommend it to the people 
of the land. The desire to maintain 
the Bible’s influence in American life 
led to the formation of the Bible So- 
ciety movement whose purpose was 
to make the Bible available to every 
household in the rapidly expanding 
country. Nowadays this function is 
carried out on an infinitely broader 


scale by the American Bible Society, 
founded in 1816, which prints millions 
of Bibles, Testaments and Scripture 
portions in many languages and dia- 
lects, and distributes them to the pop- 
ulations of teeming cities and to ob- 
scure people living in the remotest 
corners of the earth. 

The influence of the Bible on Amer- 
ican life has never waned, for each 
year since 1800 it has been a national 
best seller. In times of war, it is in 
greater demand than ever, among the 
men on the fighting fronts, prisoners 
of war and families praying for their 
loved ones to come home. 

As the Bible guided the men who 
founded our republic, so today it 
guides the statesmen who are leading 
civilized nations out of the jungle of 
war, greed and prejudice. At the dra- 
matic meeting of President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill, when 
the Atlantic Charter was given to the 
world, the Bible was read in a service 
of public worship. This was a sym- 
bolic incident, for the truths of God 
given in the Bible, chart the road to 
permanent peace and human brother- 
hood.

current college professor: “Three- 
fourths of writing well consists in giv- 
ing definite, well-chosen details, and 
plenty of them. The other fourth 
doesn’t matter!” 

Somehow Beecher has gained the 
reputation of having shaken each 
successive sermon out of his capacious 
coat sleeve. On the contrary, his 
neighbor and well-wisher, Theodore 
Cuyler, of Brooklyn, tells us that 
Beecher “prepared most of his dis- 
courses carefully, and full one-half of 
many of them was written out.” In 
the pulpit, however, he spoke so 
naturally that he seemed to be simply 
opening up his heart and letting the 
hearer see how it beat with love for 
God and men. 

Needless to say, Beecher’s pulpit 
work was illustrative. He related few 
anecdotes and he made few quota- 
tions, partly because of his poor verbal 
memory. But he employed an endless 
succession of analogies, drawn from 
almost every field of human experi- 
ence. For instance, here is a sermon 
chosen almost at random. The date 
is June 27, 1875. The subject is time- 
ly, “The Communion of Saints.” In 
the days that follow a bloody war 
people wish to know about the state of 
the departed. Instead of depending on 
cold logic, Beecher tried to make the 
truth clear and luminous by the use 
of analogies. 

At the risk of seeming common- 
place, I give here a partial list. This 
one sermon points to a man in Europe, 
one of the lower animals looking up, 
a little child, a castle, a garden, a bird, 
a battle, another child, a house, a 
hornet, a home, a field of potatoes, a 
piece of gold, still another child, a 
valley, a polyp, a pinpoint and a 
plank, an anchor, a piece of pottery, 
and a suit of armor. What a succes- 
sion of motion pictures! 

Last of all, Beecher’s personality 
was bound to be impassioned. He 
spoke mightily because he felt tre- 
mendously. In the study he worked 
his way to the heart of the truth he 
intended to proclaim. At any one time 
he had on hand many sermons in 
various stages of preparation. When 
at last his heart told him that a cer- 
tain message was ready, he went into 
the pulpit with his heart burning. 
Then he shared that fire with the 
friend in the pew. As a rule Beecher 
spoke in a conversational tone. But his 
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conversation was always animated. 
Sometimes it seemed to be inspired. In 
short, he let his heart catch on fire, 
and then he used all his God-given 
powers in setting other hearts on fire. 
Is not this what many of our lay 
friends wish whenever they come to 
church? 

My young friend, it may be that 
the God of all wisdom is calling you 
to some such ministry. If so, beware! 
The pulpit orator must watch out for 
all sorts of pitfalls. When he stands 
beneath the spotlight he may strive to 
become only a showman. He may even 
lead silly folk to fall down and wor- 
ship him, instead of God. Neverthe- 
less, not all the laymen who long for 
pulpit oratory can be counted. fools. 
Have they no right to hear the man 
who is able to lift them up to the 
mountain top where they can look 
away to the City of God?
